did give and bequeath to the late James Duke of Ormond, the Right Honourable

A: * ſeveral Uſes, upon ſeveral Truſts, and to ſeveral Intents and Purpolcs, and with 

ſeveral Powers therein mentioned and declared of and concerning the ſame, 
AND whereas the faid late Lord Halifax and Counteſs of Dorſet are both dead, 
whereby the ſaid Truſt-Eſtate, became Veſted in the ſaid late Duke of Ormond and 
his Heirs, by Survivorſhip. 

AND whereas by Act of Parliament made in the firſt Year of the Reign of 
His preſent Majeſty, Intitled, Az Act for the Attainder of James Dute of Ormond of 
high Treaſon, unleſs he ſhall render himſelf to Juſtice by a Day certars there meattoued, 
reciting that the ſaid James late Duke of Ormond, had been Impeached by the 
Commons in Parliament aſſembled, in the Name of themſelves, and all the Com- 
mons of Great Britain, of high Treaſon, and other high Crimes and Mildemcanors ; 
to which ſaid Impeachment, then remaining upon Record in the Houuic of Peers, 
the ſaid James Duke of Ormond had not Anſwered, but had fled from Juitice, without 

abiding his legal Trial: It was EnaQted, That if the ſaid James Duke of 0: 10d |

Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments, ſo veſted in him, by Survivorſhip, as atore- 
ſaid, are now Forfeited to His preſent Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors. 
AND whereas ſeveral of the Uſes, "Truſts, Intents, Purpoſes and Powers in 
the ſaid Will of the ſaid Charles late Earl of Dorſet and Middleſex, mentioned 
and declared of, and concerning the ſaid Manors and Premiſſes, yet remain un- 
executed and unperformed, and the ſame cannot be Transferred to new Truſtees, 
bor the execution and performance thereof without the Aid of an Act of Parlia- 
MA it therefore pleaſe your moſt Excellent Majeſty, at the humble Petition of 
the Right Honourable Lionel Cranfield Earl of Dorſet and Middleſex, only Son and 
Heir of the ſaid Charles, late Earl of Dorſet and Middleſex, That it may be Enacted, 


And be it Enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and witli the Advice 
and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal and Commons in this preſent 
Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That all and ſingular 
the ſaid Manors, Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments ſo Veſted in 
the ſaid James late Duke of Ormond, by Survivorſhip, and by his Attainder now 
come to His ſaid Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors, as aforeſaid, ſhall be from 
henceforth, and are hereby abſolutely Veſted and Settled in and upon 
| and their Heirs: To 
ſuch and the ſame Uſes, and upon ſuch and the ſame Truſts, and to ſuch and the 
{ame Intents and Purpoſes, and with ſuch and the ſame Powers, as in the ſaid re- 
cited Will of the ſaid Charles late Earl of Dorſet and Middleſex, is mentioned and 
declared of and concerning the ſame. * | 
SAVING to all and every Perſon and Perſons, Bodies-Politick and Corpo- 
rate, their Heirs, Succeſſors, Excecutors, Adminiſtrators and Aſſigns (except the 
King's Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors) all ſuch Eſtate, Right, Title, Intereſt, 
Claim and Demand, as they, every or any of them could, might or ought to have 
had claimed or enjoyed, or as they, or any of them, have or hath, or may have 
or claim of unto or out of the ſaid Manors, Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements and 
Hereditaments, or any of them; if this Act had never paſſed. 
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
